Cantoo, O., April 17.—Seventeen 


recruits made up the rank and file 
of "General" Jacob S. Coxey's army 
of unemployed when it fell Into line 
at 9 o'clock this morning and set 
out for the village of Osnaburg, six 
miles away.

At the last minute, the army chap- 


lain, Rev. Harry L. Wilson of Rock-

night. None of the hundred or more 
fcigh school boys who marched with 
the army from Massillon Thursday 
put In an appearance this morning.

swept through a five-story apartment 
house at 7tl Eighth Avenue early 
today claimed eleven victims, and 
resulted in the serious injury of four

The fire started in a pile of waste 


n'the basement of a five and ten 
cent store which occupied the ground 
floor of the 
building. 
It 
spread 


•apidly up stairways and shut off 
escape by them. There were no fire 
escapes in the front, of the building 
and the large number of dead and 
Injured was due to the refusal of 
the panic stricken people to remain 
in the front windows where many 
were rescued by firemen. Ail of U>e 
dead and injured were taken from 
the rear rooms and halls where they 
were caught while 
attempting to 


reach the, roof and fire escapes. 


One man was killed in trying to 


escape over the roofs. The fire was 
under control in less than an hour 
but in that time many thrilling re 
scues were "made by

Attempt Made To Assassinate 


Mayor Mitchell Of New York 


Shortly After Noon Today

New York, April 17.—An assassin's 


bullet aimed at Mayor Mitchell, as 
he was leaving the City Hall in an 
automobile 
today 
for 
luncheon, 


missed its mark but badly wounded 
Frank Polk, 
corporation 
counsel. 


The man who fired the shot was in- 
stantly overjww ered. His name is 
David-Rose; his age nearly 70, and he 


ve evidences of being mentally un- 


balanced. 


The bullet crashed through Mr. 


Folk's Jaw, knocking out nearly all 
his front teeth and inflicting a ser- 
ious though not necessarily faial 
wound. 
He was assisted into 
the 


city hall then removed to a hos- 
pital. 


"Mr. 
Polk «as hit by the bullet but 


the bullet was undoubtedly intended 
for me," was the mayor s comment.

The Toll Questions 


It would seem that a defense of 


the national 
administration's 
at- 


titude on the Panama canal tolls 
proposition would be presumptuous 
when presented to thinking persons. 
Yet there are many who do not seem 
to grasp the broad view of the situa- 
tion as it stands. 


There is a prevailing inclination 


among opponents of the administra- 
tion's policy, to accept the narrower 
view and to regard the Panama tolls 
question from the standpoint of a 
strictly patriotic rather than a com- 
mercial question.

of

States 


against the owners of shipping fa- 
cilitied of other countries, in which 
President WTilson has very wisely 
declined to prostitute national honor 
for the aggrandizement of the com- 
paratively few financiers represented 
in the control of American merchant 
vessels. 


That is the knob of the entire 


discussion, and the dragging in of 
incidental features is m accord with 
the practice of such financial inter- 
ests for the past fifty jears, simply 
to entangle the whole mess so com- 
pletely that the real point at issue 
is lost to view. 


This is what President Wilson and 


Secretary of State Bryan are shrewd 


enough to comprehend and to fore- 
stall.

tered back. 
There was some discussion in offi- 


cial circles of Huerta's request for a 
return salute.. Naval department of- 
icials again pointed out that 
Rear 


Admiral Mayo in his original demand 
or a salute had agreed to respond 
with the guns of the sDolphin and i 
that all precedents in naval practice 
showed that salutes were returned. 


The position taken by high admi%- 


ifitratiou officials 
was that in ac- 


cepting Huerta's offer no recognition 
of his government was involved; that 
the return salute would be given to 
the Mexican flag, -representing 
the 


Mexican nation, and that*Rear Ad- 
miral Mayo's original attitude was 
merely being approved. 


•While President Wilson has- de- 


"clared that the firing of the salute 
would end the Tampico incident and 
that ample apologies had been re- 
ceived for other .offenses, SUch as the 
arrest of a mail Orderly at 
Vera 


Cruz, and the attempt to censor of- 
ficial dispatches, many observers of 
the administration's policy were in- 
clined to believe the Tampico affair 
would have considerable 
effect 
on 


the future relations of the Washing- 
ton government toward Mexico. It 
was pointed out that the adoption of 
forceful measures to compel a salute 
could not but influence the Huerta 
government-In dealing with other de- 
mands made by the United States in 
the future. The decision of the Pres- 
ident to deal more vigorously with the 
Mexican situation was taken toy many 
observers to mean that anj offenses 
to foreigners in Mexico Would be met 
by prompt and ftfrceful demands for 
reparation. 


The belief still is held by President 


Wilson and his advisers 
that 
the 


Huerta government cannot last much 
longer,- and that with 
constitution- 


alists daily adding more territory by 
conquest the financial situation 
of 


the Mexican dictator is desperate. 


On the other hand the President 


and Secretary 
Bryan are satisfied 


with the attitude of General Canafl- 
za and General Villa toward foreign- 
ers though they still are using'their 
sood offices for the exiled Spaniards. 
The President has spoken informally 
in praise of General Villa's treatment 
of foreigners in the recent battle at 
Torreon, and with the constitution- 
alists are described at the state de- 
partment as amicable"and 
satisfac- 
tory.

HREPROOF 


QUESTION WILL BE DEBATED 


Unions Raise Objections to Piece Work 


by Government Employee*. Holding 
That It Is Too Much Strain on the 
Workers—Lodge Noted l^or Scholar- 
ly Addresses. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington. April 17.— [Special.]— 


Hidden away in one of the speeches in 
the senate is the suggestion that the re- 
peal of the canal tolls proposition is uu- 
(OListitiitiou.il. Senator Works brought 
it out, sa.i, ing that the constitution pro- 
vided that 110 preference should be giv- 
en the ports of one state over those of 
another, which would be the case if 
toils were charged coastwise shipping 
iu the canal. He claimed that a ship- 
ment from New York to New,Orleans 
would have the preference over a ship- 
ment from New York to San Diego be- 
ta'lse of the canal charges. 


That constitutional question is likely 


to be further debated in the senate as 
quite a number of men have started 
ill to prove that charging tolls for the 
ranama canal would be about thy 
same as charging tolls through locks. 
canals or streams in the United States. 
In all probability every phase of the 
canal question "will be debated before 
a final vote is taken. 


"Much Ado About Nothing." 


The senate has a way of taking care 


of itself. Much time was given to dis- 
cussion of the amount of public money 
a senator should, be allowed, to spend 
for telegraphing. 
The committee on 


expenses fixed it at SCO. and. a vote of 
the senate wiped it out entirely, and 
after the resolution had been pending 
in the senate for several days as the 
unfinished business it was displaced 
without a roll call, and probably it will 
now retire to the graveyard. Thus It 
appears that extravagance was con- 
demned by many senators, and the 
senate was virtuous enough to declare 
rhat it would not permit ^elegrams to 
be sent at government expense, and 
the matter will rest right -where it was 
in the beginning. 


Labor and Piecework. 


Labor -was strong enough to stop 


piecework in the departments of the 
gen eminent by action of the house re- 
cently. Discussion showed that labor 
is averse to piecework, and there was 
similar condemnation by members of 
the house of a bureau chief who had 
installed the piecework system. More 
particularly was he criticised because 
of the hard work that -was imposed 
upon women employed in the bureau, 
so hard and difficult that many were 
forced into other departments. It was 
declared by representatives of labor in- 
terests on the floor that the piecework 
system was being installed in carryinc 
out several efficiency systems which 
have for their purpose "speeding up" 
all of the workers. Congress is de- 
temined that that shall not be carried 
out in the government service. 


Call Him Governor. 


There are members of the house of 


representatives who are calling Con- 
cressman John J. Whitacre "governor" 
because he is a candidate for that of- 
fice and quite a number of people think 
that he has a good chance of securing 
the nomination. 
Whitacr^ docs not 


like his congressional job very -well 
because he thinks the house kills time 
over too many small things and does 
not get down to business. 


Lodge Always Scholarly. 


I think it was Senator Root who said 


that Senator Lodge was the most fin- 
ished orator in the country. They al- 
ways say of any speech which Lodge 
make* in the senate that it is a "schol- 
arly addres*."

The greatest dan- 
ger lies in capturing the wild animals 
In their native country.

For capturing 
full-grown 
lions 


large traps of various forms 
are 


used. One trap is square, one of the 
sides lifting upon a spring like the 
old fashioned mouse trap. 
This trap 


is bated with a piece of fresh meat, 
and as soon as the lion has entered 
the trap the door shuts down and he 
is a prisoner. 
More than a score of 


lions with the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace 


Circus were captured in this manner 


Elephants are generally caught in 


nooses. 
A number of men surround 


the elephant after they have previous- 
ly formed a circle of fire about 
the 


beast. 
The fire gets closer 
and 


closer to the elephant and finally a 
noose is thrown over his head. 
He 


is then securely tied to a tree and 
allowed to remain there until 
quiet 


Tame elephants-are then brought into 
use and appear to be a sort of per- 
suasive in making the huge animals 
tractable. 
In catching snakes various devices 


are used. 'One is to set the grass on 
fire in a circle where it is known 
that snakes have hiding places. As 
they rush out they are 
caugln 
in 


large nets mounted n wooden hoops 
to which is attached a large bag.

It is wrapped under the safe, and that 
is the part that is exerting the force 
and urging the safe upward, the other 
parts of tbe rope simply sticking to- 
gether. When we pull our coats off 
we really push them off, for the force 
is exerted behind tbe object in tbe di- 
rection of motion, and, as every one 
knows, that is called a puwb. 


So If we really desire to speak in 


chastely scientific terms we should say 
push our coats off, push our hats off, 
push a safe up through a window.— 
Chicago Record-Herald. 


The Star Areturus. 


It is probable that the star Areturus 


is one of tbe six greatest of all tbe 
stars In the sky. Notwithstanding Its 
brightness. It is so far away from us 
that It is not displaced In position in 
the slightest measurable degree, as we 
change our position 186,000,000 miles 
in our annual journey around the sun. 
Could we be placed midway between 
Areturus and- onr sun Ve would re- 
ceive thousands of times more light 
and beat from tbe star than from our 
SUB and this notwithstanding that the 
star's radiation is smothered' by a 
dense blanket of metallic vapors. In 
spite of its immense distance the star 
Is drifting slowly in a soutbwestward 
direction over tbe face of the sky, its 
motion changing its apparent position 
by an amount equal to the diameter 
of the moon in the course of about 
1,000 years. So great an apparent mo- 
tion must indicate an enormous veloci- 
ty in space.

Then these churns are suspended from 
three sticks and a rocking motion be- 
gun. Tbe air on the inside is calcu- 
lated to aid coaxing tbe butter from 
tbe cream.
